The 
report covers the financial affairs of 
the state, whose revenues are shown 
to have exceeded expenditures 149,816 
The general fund embraces all moneys

by notaries, etc. 
In 1896 the receipts 
of the general fund were 1335,758 
greater than those for 1895, and for 
the two years was $4,890,693.

was $4,840,977, leaving a net gain of 
$49,816. 
Charitable aud penal insti­ 
tutions of the state have been paid 
$50,000; to the justices of the supreme

present adm inistration 
had on September 30 last not more 
than $600 in outstanding accounts.

Forty-nine of such children 
are kept from crime andj pauperism 
The child th at is born of four bad fan 
orations on the down grade may be 
started on the grade of four or forty 
good generations by the love and influ­ 
ence of a good home. 
The society is b at an agency. 
It 
has no buildings and needs none. 
It 
is supported by voluntary contributions 
and under its present policy will not 
have a debt, and unless the support is 
in sight the work must ce^se. 
The 
m anagem ent is invested in a board of 
eighteen directors selected from the 
different districts and different avoca­ 
tions. 
They are a corporation under 
the state I aw to find hemes for neg­ 
lected children. 
Every home selected 
is investigated personally and must be 
of excellent character, and the foster 
parents must be competent to suppor 
and raise the child they seek.

special contract is made with the per- 
scuB adopting the child, and the soci­ 
ety m aintains a watchful care over 
the children it has placed, but does 
not interfere in the home excepting in 
cases of abase.
